NOTIFICATIONS. 
Mount Abu, the 8th August 1912. 
No. 922,—In supersession of this office Notification No. 831—866, dated the 4th o 


August 1893, the following rules have been made by the Hon’ble the Chief Commissioner, 
Ajmer-Merwara, under sections 4, 6 and 37 of the Indian Factories Act (XII of 1911) and 
are hereby published for general information and guidance. 


1. The terms “ Child,” ‘“ Employed,” “ Factory, ” « Mill gearing, ” * Occupier, ” 
« Prescribed, ” “ System of shifts, ” and “ Textile Factory ” when used in these rules shall 
have the same meaning as given to them in the Indian Factories Act (XII of 1911). 


’ g. (1) The District Magistrate, Ajmer-Marwara, shall exercise all the powers of an Inspectors. 
Inspector under the Act and shall be subordinate to the Chief Commissioner. ae 
(2) The Extra Assistant Commissioner, Ajmer, the Extra Assistant Commissioner 
Merwara, and the Extra Assistant Commissioner, Kekri, are hereby appointed to be 
Additional Inspectors under the Act within their respective jurisdictions and in general 
subordination to the District Magistrate of Ajmer-Marwara. They shall have powers 
under section 5 [omitting the words “and machinery ” in section 5(4)] and in general to 
ecarty out the following provisions of the Act :— 
Sections g (a) and (4), 13, 14, 17, 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29, 30 and 32. 
(3) The Chief Commissioner shall, from time to time, under section 4(1) of the Act, 
appoint such person as he may think fit to exercise all the powers of an Inspector under 
the Act. Such Inspector shall be subordinate to the Chief Commissioner. 
3. The Inspector appointed under rule 2(3) above shall keep*a register of all factories Register of Factories, 
within his jurisdiction in Form A attached to these rules and shall furnish a copy thereof 
to the District Magistrate of Ajmer-Merwara on the 1st February of each year. He shall 
also intimate to the District Magistrate, of Ajmer-Merwara, at the time they are made, all 
changes in the register which are made in accordance with the two next following rules. 


4. (1) When the Inspector appointed under rule 2(3) above receives notice, under Directions for com- 
section 33 of the Act, of a factory being occupied, he shall, if he has not already done so, piling. reiistera~ of 
include such factory in his register. 4 

(2) When the Inspector appointed under rule 2 (3) above has reason to believe that 
any premises situated within the local limits for which he is appointed and not already 
registered as a factory ought to be included in his register, he shall send through the post 
under registered cover a notice to the occupier of the premises intimating his intention of 
placing such premises on his register of factories. 


(3) Any person served with a notice under clause (2) above may, within 15 days of 
the receipt of such notice, forward to the Inspector appointed under rule 2(3) above, a 
statement setting forth his objections to the registration of his premises as a factory. The 
Inspector shall consider and dispose of such objections after making such enquiry as he 
may deem necessary and shall make up his register of factories accordingly. 


5. When any premises cease to be occupied as a factory, the occupier may give notice Notice when fac 
of the fact to the Inspector appointed under rule 2(3) above who shall, if satisfied, that the ro to beoror: 
Act is ne longer applicable to such premises, remove them from his register of factories. 
Such Inspector may, without such notice, of his own motion at any time remove any 
factory from his register if satisfied that it is no longer used as such. i 


Provided that seasonal factories shall not be removed from the register if there is a 
probability of their again starting work within a reasonable time. 


6. The Inspector appointed under rule 2 (3) above shall inspect every factory other Inspection. 
than a seasonal factory within his jurisdiction at least twice a year and every seasonal . 
factory. within his jurisdiction at least once during each season of work. He shall also i 
make such further inspections as may appear to be necessary to him or to the authority to ; 
whom he is subordinate in order that he may satisfy himself that the provisions of the Act 
and of these rules are duly observed. 


7. (1) Every Inspector and Additional Inspector shall at each inspection of a factory 
satisfy himself that the provisions made in the Act and the rules to secure the health and 
safety of the operatives are observed : that the children employed in the factory have been 
duly certified and the register of children properly maintained : that thg hours of employ- 
ment of women and children and of persons working in shifts are properly recordetl : that 
the periodical stoppages of work and the holidays provided by the Act qre granted, and 
that the limits ned of work laid down therein are not exceeded ; and that the abstract 
and notice prescribed byssection 36 of the Act are duly maintained and affixed. He shall 

er enquire into the cause of all accidents which have taken place since the,»last 
inspection. finafly, he shall note, how far defects pointed out at previous inspections 

, 
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have beem removed and how far orders previously issued have been complied with. 
defects which have come to light at the present inspection as well as any orders passed 
by him under the Act shall then be recorded. An extract from such record containing 
the orders of the Inspector and such remarks on defects found to exist as the Inspector 
may wish to bring to the scam td notice shall be sent to the Manager, and a copy of the 
said extract shall be sent to the District Magistrate. 


PRoviso— 1 
: The powers of the officers named in rule 2(2) above shall be limited to the extent 
described in that rule. A copy of the orders issued and remarks made by such officers shall 

‘ be forwarded by them to the District Magistrate, and the District Magistrate shall send 
a copy of such orders and remarks, as well as a copy of orders issued and remarks made 
py himself when inspecting a factory, to the Inspector appoiuted under rule 2 (3) above, 

(2) The Inspector appointed under rule 2 (3) above shall send to the Chief Commis- 
sioner, as soon as he conveniently can after each inspection of a factory, a copy of his 
inspection remarks and order. 

Certifying Surgeon. 8. Under section 6 of the Act, the Civil Surgeon of Ajmer-Merwara is hereby 
appointed the certifying surgeon for Ajmer-Merwara. The Civil Surgeon may, should he 
deem it advisable, authorise any medical official subordinate to himself, or any other 
suitable person practicing medicine or surgery, to exercise the functions of a certifying 
surgeon within any specified portion of Ajmer-Merwara. The Civil Surgeon may similarly 
revoke such authority. re 

All persons so authorised shall, for the purposes of these rules, except as provided in 

\ rule 11 below, be deemed to be certifying surgeons equally with the Civil Surgeon. “<7” 
Duties of certifying 9. (1) It shall be the duty of each cammarne surgeon to examine Ryans desirous of 
ast being employed in a factory situated within the portion of Ajmer-Merwara in which he 
exercises the functions of a certifying surgeon, and to grant them certificates in form C 
attached to these rules, ot age and of physical fitness. No fees shall be charged for such 
in examination or for the grant of a certificate in pursuance thereof. The Inspector appointed 
under rule 2 (3) above shall provide the Civil Surgeon of Ajmer-Merwara with a sufficient 
number of bound books of blank forms of such certificates, as provided in rule 10 (1) below, 

for the use of all certifying surgeons within Ajmer-Merwara. 

Place and time for (2) The certifying surgeon shall fix such place and such time as may be proper for the 

‘ed ni | cet attendance of persons wishing to obtain certilicates of age and physical fitness. Notice of 
the place and the time fixed shall be given to the Manager of factories within the local 
limits for which the certifying surgeon is appointed. 

10. (1) Every certifying surgeon shall keep a bound book containing forms in foil and 
counterfoil as in form C attached to these rules. The forms shall be numbered consecutively 
and shall be printed on cloth-backed paper. 

(2) Every certificate granted under section 7 of the Act to a person desirous of bein 
employed in a factory shall be prepared by filling up the foil and counterfoil on whi 
also be impressed the left thumb mark of the person in whose name the certificate is granted 

(3) The certifying surgeon shall, when satisfied as to the correctness of the entries 
made therein, sign the foil and iuitialf the counterfoil and shall deliver the foil to the 
person in whose name the certificate is granted. The foil so delivered shall be the 
certificate under section 7 of the Act. 

(4) If the certifying surgeon refuses to grant any person a certificate under this 
rule no fresh application for a certificate shall be made on behalf of such person until 
a period of 3 months has elapsed, unless the certifying surgeon otherwise gives permission 

. in writing at the time of refusing to grant the certificate. 


Grant ‘of provisional r1. Every person authorised under section 8 of the Act and as provided in rule 8 
ificates. above, to exercise provisionally the functions of a certifying surgeon shall grant certificates 
in the manner provided for in the last foregoing rule, The word “ provisional’? shall, 

however, be printed or stamped in red ink at the top of each foil and counterfoil. 
‘ 12. (1) When a person to whom a certificate under section 7 of the Act has been 
ae A taped granted loses such certificate, he may apply to the certifying surgeon for a copy of the 
“ f certificate and the certifying surgeon after making such enquiry as he deems fit, may grant 
a duplicate thereof. The word “ Duplicate " shall be clearly written in red ink across such 
certificate and initialled by the certifying surgeon, The counterfoil in the bound, book of 

forms shall be similarly marked “ Duplicate ” and initialled. 


(2) For every oe if of certificate granted under clause (1) of this rule, a fee of eight 
annas shall be charged which shall be credited to Government. The certifying surgeon 
shall maintain a register in form D attached to these rules of all fess paid for the, issue of 
copies of certificate and shall initial each entry made therein, 
(3) No setond certificate under section 7 of the Act shall be granted to an person 
decetbee than in accordance with the pravisions of this rule. sah a3 o 
i, 13- (1) The certifying surgeon shall visit every factory ‘within thé local limits for 


which he is appointed at least once a year and shall give previous noticee of his visits. At

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‘of these visits the Manager shall produce before him at such time as the certifyi 
— may fix children employed in the factory whether actually at work a agh — 
are not in possession of certificates granted under section 7 of the Act. 


Provided that children employed solely in the places mentioned ‘in section 3 sub+ 
section (2) of the Act need not be produced before him. 

(2) The rae surgeon shall personally examine every child who is in possession 
of a “ Provision ” certificate granted under section 8 and shall, if satisfied as to the 
correctness of the “ Provisional ” certificate, countersign the same and return it to its 
owner. , 

(3) If, on such examination, the certifying surgeon is of opinion that the person in 

sion of a “ Provisional » certificate granted under section 8 is under the age of nine 
years or is not fit for employment in a factory, he shall retain the certificate, write on it 
the word “ cancelled ” and sign the same and shall return the certificate (with such 
remarks, if any, as he may offer) to the person who issued it. 





14. (1) In every factory all the inside walls of the rooms and all the ceilings or tops of Sanitary provisions, cs 


such rooms (whether such walls, ceilings-or tops be plastered or not) and all the passages 
and staircases shall be lime-washed at least once within 14 months dating from the period 
when last lime-washed. 


(2) The Chief Commissioner may, by special order, exempt any class of factories or 
parts thereof from the provisions of this rule on the ground that the said provisions are not 
necessary to satisfy the requirements of clause (a) of section g of the Act as to cleanliness, 
or are by reason of special circumstances inapplicable. 


‘ Ts: All the beams, rafters, doors, and other wood-work in every factory shall be 
painted or varnished once at least within four years and shall be kept in a cleanly state. 


16. The Manager of every factory not exempted under clause 2 of rule 14 shall keep 4 
register showing the dates on which the parts of the factory are lime-washed, painted or 
varnished. 

17. (t) No occupier or Manager of a factory shall cause or suffer any rubbish, filth or 
debris to be accumulated or to remain on any premises under his control of such a_ nature 
or in such a position that ill-effects would be experienced therefrom in the factory. 


(2) All latrines and urinals shall be kept in a sanit .ry state. 


(3) All drains carrying waste or sullage water shall be constructed in masonry or 
other impermeable material and shall be regularly flushed and connected with some recog- 
nized drainage line. 


(4) The compound surrounding every factory shall be maintained in a strictly sanitary 
and cleanly condition, 


18. (1) The minimum space provided for each person employed in any room ofa 
factory shall be at least 36 superficial feet and a breathing area of at least 500 cubic feet. 


+ Me). The Manager of every factory shall maintain a register showing the measurements 
a cubical contents of each room in the factory, the area of the floor-space in each room 
occupied by machinery or other fixtures, and the area provided for ventilating openings as 
required by the next following rule, 


19. In every room of a factory ventilating openings shall be provided in the proportion St 
of 10 square feet for each person em ployed in such room and the openings shall be such as 


to admit of a continued supply of fresh air. 


Provided that in cases in which lateral ventilation cannot be contrived on account of 
the nature of the industry carried on in such room, sufficient interchange of fresh air shall 
be ensured by forced ventilation or other means as the [nspector appointed under rule 2 (3) , 
above may deem sufficient or if this cannot be managed a minimum of 54 superficial feet and 
goo cubic feet shall be provided for each person employed. 

Provided also that subject to the control of the Chief Commissioner such Inspector 
may, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax the conditions of this rule where in his 
opinion this may be done with due regard to the health of the factory hands employed in 
any particular room or rooms of factory.
